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ORGAN Flush or Sanitary Doors 
have been accepted and are today 
recognized by the leading archi- 
tects throughout the United States as the 
highest standard of door value based on 
merit and construction. It is onlv natural 
that many mistakes were made when we 
first started building flush doors, but years 
of hard work, studying, comparing, analiz- 
ing and investigating have resulted in 
Morgan building flush or sanitary doors 
which they place on the market with en- 
tire confidence that they have a door that 
will fulfill all requirements. The average 
person is ignorant of technicalities and in 
describing our special construction, we 
have put technical phrases in the language 
of the average person without technical 
training. The core or foundation of the 
door is built up of pine thoroughly kiln 
dried, using our dowel construction with 
six inch stiles and top rail and twelve 
inch bottom rail. This frame or founda- 
tion part of the door forms a perfect flush 
door in itself and after being put together, 
is re-dried and then planed and sanded to 
an even thickness. After this process, 










the cross banding is put on and upon this 
is placed the face veneers. This cross

hydraulic presses of three hundred tons 

apacity, giving uniform pressure on all 
doors irrespective of size. We have al- 
ways had special and superior methods 
tor building doors, and in a large measure 
these methods are reflected in our doors 
with inlay. The strips of inlay are placed 
in such a manner that we are permitted 
to hand-smooth the entire surface of the 
door at one time, thereby eliminating all 
imperfect and ra Jed joints. This is the 
fundamental requisite for successful inlay 
work.

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Guarantee for Hardwood Doors 

Morgan Doors are guaranteed against inferior material and poor 
workmanship, but this guarantee does not cover defects that result 
from careless or rough handling, or from inferior or poor finish 
ing. The following instructions and suggestions must be com- 
plied with. 

EXTERIOR DOORS 

Front or Exterior Doors directly exposed should be made from solid pine. 
Unless entrance is well protected by a porch, do not use a veneered exterior 
door. Veneered doors will not stand if directly exposed to the weather. In 
glazing front doors remove the glass stop and apply two coats of shellac. Bed 
the glass in putty. Use a good oil filler and apply at least two coats of the 
best exterior finish. Paint the top and bottom edges of the door after it is 
fitted, with at least one coat of good paint. 

INTERIOR DOORS 

DON'T HANG YOUR DOORS IN A DAMP, FRESHLY 

PLASTERED BUILDING 

This refers not only to doors, but to all kinds of fine interior finish. Mortar 
contains large quantities of water and until the moisture has dried out of the 
walls the building is in no condition to receive hardwood doors or fine interior 
finish. A manufacturer cannot be blamed for defective work if the goods 
upon which every care is exercised in the making are not properly handled at 
the building. It is always advisable to employ artificial heat to help dry out 
the building before hardwood doors and fine interior finish are placed. 

Hardwood Doors are generally shipped "in the white' (unfinished) and mois- 
re must not be allowed to penetrate the doors. As quickly as possible after 
receiving the doors have your finisher give them at least one coat of filler. Im- 
mediately after fitting the doors paint or sehellac the top and bottom edges. 

For stain effect, use "Oil Paint". Avoid Water Stain". Use a good filler.
